LhcaJ Fabrics -.to Be 'Undo hi the Fro- 
('; Jected City Near Waukegiiii --.Other " 
"industries to Be* Star ted. - 

. -.. First.. practical steps toward the consum- 
mation of John Alexander Powie's schema 
of. establishing manufacturing plants in the 
projectciIZion City, nonr Waukegan, were 
.taken Friday, when incorporation papers 
were filed at Springfield, by the Zton Lace 
Industries company. The capital Btock of 
the new concerntis $1,000,000 and the incor- 
porators are-John A. Dowie, Samuel W. 
Packard and H. Worthington Judd. 

Within thfcp months, the promoters say, 
ground will be broken for the erection of 
factories. The site ifi in the center of the 
big tract which Dr. bowie'has purchased 
ih the township of Benton, in Lake county, 
for $230,000. Samuel Stevenson, a prom- 
inent lace manufacturer of Loudon, En- 
gland, and a devoted follower of Dowie, 
will have charge of the enterprise. About 
3,000 persons will be employed in the lace 
works, , 

One of the officials of Dowie 'e Zion at 
Michigan avenue uud Twelfth street out- 
lined the plans of the appostle of divine 
healing. He said that so confident was the 
head of the Christian. Catholic church of 
the success of the new scheme that already 
he had arranged to build other manufac- 
turing' plants in Zion City, so that all of 
his followers who wished would have a 
means of obtaining a good livelihood. The 
business is to be partly cooperative. Most 
of the money for the purpose was obtained, 
Dowie's lieutenant said, by selling large 
parcels of Dowie's Waukegan property to 
members of his flock; The rest of the 81,- 
000,000 came by stock contributions, hut 
none was received from' outsiders'.. The 
Zion official talked enthusiastically of the 
project, declaring that it would afford 
work to thousands of the adherents of Zion, 
All the buildings under contemplation 
are elaborate manufacturing structures. 
The lake shore land is adapted well to in- 
dustries of the kind to ha carried on. It 
is high and dry, but convenient -to water, 
and the transportation facilities will be ex- 
cellent. The' business and residence dis- 
tricts of Zion City ore to be separated 
widly, so that the dwellers will not be dis- 
turbed by noipe day and night, Dowie 
believes that a sufficient profit can be ob- 
tained from his manufacturing scheme not 
only to pay hie employes well, hut to make 
Zion City thoroughly self-supporting. Re- 
ligion : and business will go hand in hand 

in tbe community.

Jury Find Accidental Death. 
Tbe coroner's jury called to. investigate 
tbe death of John Erickson, at Silver Lake, 
held an inquest under the direction of 
Justice McCollough and District Attorney 
Buckmaster and found that the deceased 
had come to Mb death by being struck by 
an engine. The death- was stated to be 
accidental. The evidence showed that tbe 
deceased had been drinking during the day 
and that ho bad been walking- nlong the 
track. He is supposed to have sat down 
on the track and went to sleep. When the 
case was first reported it was stated that 
the man had been killed on account of 
negligence of the officials and trainmen of 
the company, .but the district attorney 
states that the evidence produced at tbe 
inquest showed that the railway company 
was in no way responsible for the accident.

BRITISH TAKE BOTHA.

The Presbyterian general dsaeuvhly, the 
lawmnking body of that church, hegnn its 
one hundred and "twelfth, annual : meeting 
Timrtday .at,- the Washington ond Coinp-' 
ton Avcnita.ProsbytcrMn Ohttrdi in St. 
Louts. Nearly 1,000 commissioners 'and 
delegates, representing all :_ the Northern 
and Western States, and- territories, and 
many of tliose in the South, with the 
synods of Central and" South 'China, 
North Ohina and India, were in attend- 
ance at iihe opening session. Among them 
were many 'eminent divines and promi- 
nent laymen.. 

.Wasliington and Oompt'on Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, in which the main 
deliberations of the body were to be hrid, 
had been decorated and fitted with ev- 
erything that would minister to. the com- 
fort and convenience of those in attend- 
ance. r In the lecture room there vraa a 
Presbyterian." book stoTe, a postofuce, a 
telegraph station, telephone connections, 
writing tables and stationery. Matters 
of great Importance were slated for con- 
sideration during tho gathering, and it 
was : thought it would probably be two 
weeks before final adjournment. 
. The Bev. Dr. Cbarioa A.- Blckey of 
Philadelphia was elect'ed moderator. His 
principal competitors were Dr, McKlbbln 
of Olndunati and Dr. D. W., Fisher of 
Hanover College. .The new moderator 
Is' opposed . to the revision of the creed, 
lid his election Is considered a victory 
for the couEcrvatlvca.. Dr. Dickey said 
he was Inclined to regard the agitation as 
much ado, about nothing, tlfat the men 
who hob up here and there throughout 
the country with a tirade against the 
Westmiuator confession were seeking no-

JUSTICE OF WOMAN SUFFRAGE.

Human ingenuity cannot suggest a single 
distinction between the sexes so far as the 
right of voting is concerned. I can un- 
derstand "well enough why ono man should 
be afraid of ignoring suffrage and desire 
additional' educational qualifications; hut 
while that test'would excludo many men 
who "vote, it would exclude women who do 
not. 1 cau understand why another might 
demand the test of property, or loyalty, or 
age, hut every such test would still he 
without distinction of sex. 

Right., Of course it is the denial of a 
right, and everybody knows it. It is idle 
to mystify this matter with refinements 
about natural and artificial right. As a 
matter of common senso, you and I know 
that if wo contribute out of our property, 
to a common fund, if we are taxed for a 
common enterprise, if our rights, our liber- 
ties, our persons, our children are affected 
by certain laws, we ought to have a voice 
in the arrangement; and if you doubt this, 
try the experiment with a body of men and 
see what will come of it. 

Not only in my mind is there no argu- 
ment against woman suffrage, but every 
argument for it. In the first place, every 
extension of intelligent suffrage strengthens 
the body politic, I must believe this or give 
up the principle of republican government. 
I know that Borne shudder a little at uni- 
versal suffrage, but it iB ten thousands 
times more dangerous to suppress and ex- 
clude a part of the people. The gasses 
that are harmless if vented, mny work ruin 
if you confine them. There can in the long 
run bo little danger when all nre equally 
enfranchised and thereby equally respon 
aible. Suffrage is itself an immense eclu 
cation, ita absence a degeneracy. The 
broader the basis of your state, the safer, 

In the next place the influence of women 
has refined whatever circle il has been ad- 
mitted into under conditions of its own 
self-respect. History, hotnoly experience, 
common observation, all confirm Una. 
Woman suffrage would not debase women 
and politics. It would elevate both, It 
would add to the body pol Hie the positive 
elements of feminine wholesomncss nnd 
natural antagonism to vice and violence. 
A new interest for the security of homo 
and peace, sobriety and order, would bo 
invoked. Woman herself would be bene- 
fitted as intelligent emancipation of every 
sort and to whatever degree always benefits 
its object. 

If woman suffrage ia right why should 
it be denied? When yet in the history of 
the world has it been found that what is 
right is inexpedient?

Nonwicii, April S0,,1900. 
Thinking it would be interesting to the 
friends left athome I will try .to 'give. oe. 
entertaining account of our trip as possible. 
Wo sailed from" New York at 3:30 p."ro/ 
on the Etruria of the Gun ard lino .on a 
beautiful afternoon; and it continued fine 
for two' days. Wo were out of Bight of 
land in asbort time after passing Sandy 
Hook, the time passing rapidly as we were 
exploring the vessel and watching the 
sailors adjust tho ropes, etc. Late in ; the 
afternoon faces commenced .to wear on. 
anxious expression nnd passengers. Beenicd 
to court solitude every few moments, using 
the smnll boats to screen their exertions in 
feeding the fishes. Wo began . to feel 
rather queer ourselves, hut braved it out 
until bedtime by brisk walks upland down 
the deck, nn exercise in which all partici- 
pated. 

Easter Sunday was a beautiful day and 
there were appropriate services in the cabin 
but slim ly attended, the dinner tables were 
things of beauty laden with lovely flowers, 
roast turkey, fruit, nuts nnd everything 
tempting, but, alan, the deck was the place 
preferred by nil. The sea was beautiful, 
slightly.rippled with little curling caps of 
show-white foam and the "great foaming 
wake of the steamer, the time began to 
pass very pleasantly, pcoplo were recovering 
and forming pleasant ' ncqunintnnces, but 
about; Tuesday night the wind roBe and it 
grow "misty and began to grow rough and 
so it continued until Friday, and most all 
got sick again, and it wns cold and very 
disagreeable to stay on deck and sickening 
in the cabin, and Saturday morning the 
fog was dense, but people feeling belter. 
About noon it began to be known that- the 
bearings had been lost and we were drifting 
at rnndnra, as they dared not run only a 
few rods at a time, with the whistles blow- 
ing continually but no returning answer, 
and water growing shallower Bhowing a 
proximity to land and much dnnger of 
rocks or collision, but nt lost they distin- 
guished a faint outline and knew it was 
land, also our whistles were nnswercd by 
guas, nnd there was great joy aboard. 
About 4:30 tho little Queenstown packet 
came out and exchanged mail and passen- 
gers and started for Liverpool, but owing 
to the increasing fog- she stood still a 
greater part of the night, but toward morn- 
ing she moved slowly on and about nine 
we could see steamers and sail-boats and 
light ships on every side, also buoys, so we 
knew we were nearing harbor and we soon 
neared the beautiful seaport of Liverpool. 
It was a beautiful sight with its parks and 
green grass and trees and straight yellow 
roads and huge steamships puffing by, and 
after a short time we were landed and bade 
good-bye to the Etruria and shall never 
forget our little white berth and the kind- 
ness of tho stewards and tho many friends 
we made whom we hope to meet again, 
There were many hnppy hours mixed with 
many anxious ones, and through it nil the 
brave old Etruria brought ub safely to port. 
After a delay of not much consequence 
at the custom house we took a cab and 
wont to the Midland station and got our 
tickets for Norwich, where wo had our first 
experience with English money, then wo 
had until 4:00 o'clock to look over the 
town. Wo took a tram car and visited 
Sefton park, a beautiful place, and other 
places in the city. Then wo started for 
Norwich in the funny little low English 
cars with compartments which run at a 
high rate of speed. We passed through 
Manchester, She/Geld and numerous places, 
through Yorkshire, through one tunnel 
three miles nnd three yards long and wo 
were nearly suffocated, but the scenery wa3 
sublime, green acids and hedges and flow- 
ers and trees laden with blossoms We 
stopped over night in Lincoln hut did not 
look tho place over much us it was dark, 
Wo proceeded to Norwich next morning, 
passing through a farming district where 
nil the implements were of tho oldest date, 
and saw lots of fine stock. "We arrived 
about 1 o'clock and were met by the rela- 
tives we had never Been with such a warm 
welcome that it made us feel at home at 
once, and our time has "been well put in 
since. We have visited so many quaint 
old places, the Norwich castle, the cathedral 
dating from sometime in the year 1000. 
We have taken snap shots of numerous old 
round towers and bridges and old churches 
dating far back. Wo nlso visited the bat- 
tlements and dungeons of. the old castle 
and saw the instruments of torture and the 
graves of the executed, also rude carvings 
done by prisoners. . There ore eo many 
places of interest in Norwich that it would 
take volumes to describe them all. 

It is rightly named the city of churches 
and gardens, for every house, however 
bumble, has its little patch of flowers in 
beds edged with box. Each yard vies with 
its neighbor in iU wealth of flowers. Bug- 
gies and four wheeled delivery wngonB nre 
unknown. It is all two-wheeled carts 
drawn by one horse or man, "Bicycles ore 
plentiful, They are putting in electric 
trains now. The English pcoplo are cour 
teous to Btrangcrs and will go blocks to 
show us some scenery or noted building, 
nnd Beem to go to great pains in showing 
people around. No.nmtter where wo go 
we shall always hold tho memory of Merry 
England very dear us one of the brightest 
and most beautiful 'spots on earth. 

Well I guess I will not weary you with a 
further. account. Wo will, probably start 
for London next week.' Hoping our old 
friends will send us how and then a thought 
across the water, I will bid you good night.

They have no official status in this 
country any more than they had in Europe,, 
where they mnde a number of ineffectual 
attempts to secure official recognition, be- 
fore coming to the United States. 

President McKinley has accepted invita- 
tions to attend the reunion of the Society 
of the Army of the Potomac, at Fredericks- 
burg, Ynr, May 25; tho unveiling of the 
monument to the dead of both armies, at 
Antictnni, May 80, nnd the 34lh annual 
encampment of tho Pennsylvania tf. A. It., 
at Gettysburg, June 0. 

Senator McCumber made a speech favor- 
ing our retention of tho Philippines^in 
which he said: ''That it is to our com- 
mercial and financial interests to retain 
them the most ardent opponent of the ad- 
ministration cannot properly deny, That 
our naval interests demand their retention 
must be nduiittcd. Who would throw 
aside this wonderful opportunity at the 
present lime? The objectors to American 
expansion claim that the same nation, 
which in May, went to war for humanity,' 
in December, went to war for conquest and 
greed. Havo they not faith in the honor 
and integrity of their own country? Have 
they not faith in the Bsnse of justice of the 
American people? Then net thiR faith and 
trust your own people." 

Senator Chandler has been instructed by 
the committee on elections, of which ho is 
chairman, to push the resolution declaring 
Mr, Clark not to have been legally elected 
to the Eenatc, notwithstanding Mr, Clark's 
resignation. The resolution would prob- 
ably have been nl lowed to die had Mr. 
Clark contented himself with resigning, 
but his little trick of having himself ap- 
pointed by the acting governor, to fill, the 
vacancy made by his resignation has 
offended tho dignity of senators, and many 
oi them express n determination to nee that 
he deesn't get a scat' on any such creden- 
tials. The Inter appointment of ex-Con- 
gressmnn Martin Mnginnia, by Governor 
Smith, is not seriously considerid by many 
senators. ■ 

Congress haB finally accepted tho fine 
marble statue of General Grant, represent- 
ing him standing in full uniform, presented 
by the G. A. IL The statue was unveiled 
by Miss Sortoris, a granddaughter of Gen- 
eral Grant, and Mrs. Grant and Mrs. Sor- 
toris were present. 

Secretary Gage has sent out notice that 
the $25,000,000 of 2 per cent bonds, pay- 
able at the government's pleasure, will be 
redeemed on presentation ;and that Interest 
thereon will cense September 1. Republi- 
can administrations pay bonds; democratic 
administrations sell bonds.- Quito a dif- 
ference. 

The adjournment of congress early in 
Juno, haB been practically determined upon. 
The house will be ready for adjournment 
any. time after the first week in June, and 
the present impression is that the adjourn- 
ment will take place Bomowhera between 
the tenth and fifteenth, tho date depending 
on the ecnate. 

An attempt will be made to get a vote on 
the Nicaragua canal bill, which was favor- 
ably reported last week, in the senate this 
week, but if there is a disposition to pro- 
long the debate, the attempt will hardly 
succeed, Some of the best friends of the 
bill would prefer that it he not passed at 
this session for one or another reason, al- 
though they will, of course, vote for it, if a 
vote can bo reached in a reasonable lime. 
If it is voted upon, it will pass by a large 
majority,

the investigation of the postal system, has 
ample authority to reorganize the entire 
syBfom, and make any changes he deems 
wise.

• Home'- During Jane. •— 
The count of the people in tho United 
Stntes will' begin in nil parts of tho coun- 
try J tine 1, and end in the cities two weeks 
Inter and in the rest of the country before 
the cIobd of- the month. The people are to 
bo counted 1 ut their places of residence, but 
ns many persons and families will be away 
from their homes during .June there is 
EOino danger that such persons will not bo 
counted. If they^nre not counted, the lo- 
cality in which they live will bo misrep- 
resented to that ox'lent and in some cases 
this misrepresentation mny he enough to 
affect the representation in congress of the 
state from- which they come. Local pride 
and elate pride, therefore, should influence 
nil such absentees to take reasonable pre- 
caution ngainBt beihjr oinilted from enum- 
eration in their places of residence." Such 
are most likely to occur.in the 
large cities where families close their homes 
nnd go elsewhere for the Bummer. • Tho 
occurrence of the Paris exposition this year 
iB likely to increase the number absent 
from the country. 

In all cases of contemplated absence tho 
head of the family jb requested by the census 
oflico to communicate with the "supervisor 
of the diBtrictJa which he lives. He is 
also requested to leave information regard- 
ing his answers to the questions which nre 
to he asked with some responsible neigh- 
bor who will agree to bco that it reaches 
the enumerator on his rounds. Such in- 
formation might better bo left as a mem- 
orandum in writing, as in that case ,it is 
less likely to be overlooked. The questions 
to which auawers ore desired apply pri- 
marily to the population, but also to all 
farms and manufacturing establishments. 
They are being published from, time to 
time in the prcBsoE the country.

.ginning "Of the whr, The arnied : lorce of 
Britons .with In. the city at that; time did 
not exceed 700. What it numbers now 
is purely a matter of conjectured "' lit com- 
parison London fears It is a mere handful, 
and the reports' of the various, battleB ; 
and .-skirmishes give colpr'to this appre- 
hension. Bulletins of. '.British, .victories: 
have always been accompanied with llsl« 
of- casualties more or less large. 

A sample of the British Bbrllos^was the 
one on tie dny after Christmas. Under, 
tho leadership of Captain Yernon. the sol- 
diers fought their Way up to the entrance '• 
to the Boer trenches. ' True, they were/ 
repulsed and their loss was disastrous!/ 
heavy to n garrison so small, but \hv 
courage displayed in the daring: charge- 
was alike an Inspiration to the defenders 
of the city and an' object lesson fo the 
besiegers. 

Attacks in ' force, prior to the final: un- 
availing attempt' May. 12, were made by 
the Boers on Oct. 31, Feb. "17 nnd March 
30, The first. one wns of only ono day's 
duration, but the other two : each ^contin- 
ued for* two days. /Hie most disastrous 
one for the garrison was the battle iu the 
closing days of March, when, according 
to advices from British sources, . nearly 
every oflicer la the city was wounded. 

The defcnsc.of Mafeking -by the heroic 
British garrison under Col. Bnden-Poweli 
will live in history. Individual valor was 
even more markedly displayed than col- 
lective bravery. Courage In battle wns 
coupled with endurance under privation, 
which, it has been said,. has as a parallel 
In the annnls of the" British army only 
the indomitable resistance at the siege 
of Luck now. Fever and famine were 
foes even more persistent thau were tbo 
Afrikanders, 

Under almost continuous bombardment 
and frequently called" upon, to repel at- 
tacks In force, the garrison was never 
surprised. The soldiers slept beside their 
arms, nnd in this case the expression Is 
literally correct. Night alarms were fre- 
quent anil the response was as prompt 
as if tho men had already been lined up 
in expectation of battle. Strengthening 
of courage was the only sequel to grad- 
ual weakening of numbers from the fire 
of the enemy without: or the ravages of 
disease within, 



BOOMING THE WEST. 



Railroads ICxpect to Hull d 200 New 
To win in the Near-Future. 

Railroads centering In Chicago are 
booming tho territory between Lake 
Michigan and the Itocky Mountains, and 
it is expected that 200,000 will bo added 
to the population iu the next eighteen 
mouths. Pamphlets stating plainly' tho 
resources and advantages of the West are 
being distributed throughout Europe, as 
well as In our own New England nnd At- 
lantic coast States, at the expense of the 
transportation companies. New towns 
are being staked out.atoruLthc lines of all 
the railroad extensions, ^pic number of 
new towns that will appear on the maps 
of tho West within the next year or 
those to which from COO to U00 new popu- 
lation Is to be added Already number 1721. 
Before 1002 -It is believed this number 
will exceed 200^ ' Areas neglected in tbo 
past,. while trunk lines were building, are 
receiving the closes^ attention from rail- 
road land commissioners and traffic man- 
agers: 

The railroads know that with new set- 
tlements there will be Increased freight 
business, and the carrying of - passengers 
between local points, will add Immensely 
to their revenues'. Where the companies 
own the land on which they locate, a town 
they are giving away free of charge, a 
site far n public school and another 1 for 
B church. The Northwestern road has 
40,000 acres of unsold land In' South Da- 
kota and 70,000 acres In southwestern 
Minnesota. This ranges In value from $4 
to $15 per acre. In Wisconsin and. Mich- 
igan, the Chicago/ Milwaukee and St. 
Paul road has-botwocn 000,000 and 700,- 
000 acres of what was once classified as 
worthless land, which It claims now 1b ex- 
ceedingly rich and well suited for timothy 
hay, celery nnd sheep rnlslug. The land 
Belts for about $7.50 an acre,' The Santa 
Fe Is boom lug the southwest aiid the 
opening up of new lines has already re- 
sulted. In ihe location or development of 
eighty sew towns, representing nn In- 
crease In population of fully 25,000.

The decision 
was banded down In a test case brought 
by*Abrnm M. Pence, George A. Carpen- 
ter nnd Shirley T. High, counsel for the 
appellants; Shirley T. High et ah, In n 
suit which sought to restrain the collec- 
tion of the wnr revenue tax on the estate 
of the late James L. Illgli by Ucvonuo 
Collector Frank B.. Coyne of Chicago, 
Millions of dollars collected by the Gov- 
ernment officials during the last twenty, 
one months remained tied up In the Unit- 
ed Stntes treasury vaults awaiting this 
decision of tbo highest court In the land 
on the constitutionality of the special in- 
heritance law raised by the Chicago law 
firm. In addition to this large sum there 
Is due several million dollars from catatea 
which declined to pay until the right to 
levy taxes as tnken_by Congress was 
passed upon by the Supreme Court.

In lSttO, when the population of 
the country was "11,000,000, we consumed 
only about' 2,000,000 barrels of beer, or 
nn average of one bnrrel to every, sixteen 
people. In 1870, with a population of 
88,1)00,000, we consumed 0,574,1117 bar- 
rels of beer, or nn average of about one 
bnrrel to every six people. In 18S0 the 
population hnd Increased 30 per cent, bill 
the consumption of beer wns doubled, and 
G0,153,7S3 people consumed 13,3*17,111 
bnrrels of beer. In 1800 the consumption 
of beer had doubled ngaln, reaching a la- 
tnl of 27,001,044 bnrrels, while the popu- 
lation had increased only" 24 per cent to 
C2,0G2,2r>0. In 1805, when, according to 
the estimates of the bureau of statistics, 
we had 05,000,000 people, we consumed 
33,501,411 barrels of brer, or nbout one 
bnrrel for every two persons in the whole 
community, and In 1800, with 70,000,000 
people, we ennsu nied .'10,581,114 'barrels 
of beer. Thus the population has Increas- 
ed 125 per cent nud the consumption of 
beer ISOOper cent. The increase in the 
mnnufaeturc.of whisky has not been so 
rapid. In fact, more whisky wns pro- 
duced in the United States in 1804 than 
hi 1801), the total In the former year he« 
lag 85,203,803 gallons, and lu 1800 Sfi,- 
125,332 gallons.
